I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1968. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly 
from  those  for  England  and  ,/ales  and  do  not  call  for  any 
spec i al  c omment . 

Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance. 

A start  was  made  on  the  Fossdale  Water  scheme  during 
the  year,  and  it  seems  likely  that  it  will  be  in  use  by 
the  end  of  next  year. 

There  remains  a need  for  the  controlled  chlorination 
of  the  remaining  sources  of  supply  which  continue  to  show 
evidence  of  surface  contamination  from  time  to  time. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

All  the  above  animals  were  killed  in  one  private  slaughter- 
house, the  diseases  mentioned  were  all  parasitic  and  mostly  confined 
to  the  liver  with  no  effect  on  the  remainder  of  the  carcase.  All 
the  animals  were  young  and  in  prime  condition.  Very  few  casualties 
find  their  way  into  this  slaughterhouse  and  always  these  carcases, 
if  fit,  are  returned  to  the  owner  and  not  marketed. 

Hygiene  in  the  slaughterhouse  continued  to  be  of  a very 
high  standard  and  the  proprietor  continued  to  observe  his 
obligation  to  notify  slaughter. 

Inspection  of  meat  in  my  absence  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  Seeds 
of  Leyburn  with  whom  I have  a reciprocal  arrangement.

The  Council  continued  to  make  charges  for  the  reception  into 
their  sewers  of  farm  effluent  and  no  revision  of  the  charge  was 
made . 


The  Hawes  and  Gayle  sewage  disposal  works  are  grossly  over- 
loaded and  continue  to  show  results  which  are  most  unsatisfactory 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  only  a small  part  of  the  total  flow  is 
treated.  The  other  sewage  works  continued  to  produce  effluents 
which  with  .an  odd  exception  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  River 
Authority’s  consent. 
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HOUSING 


The  Housing  Rent  and  Repairs  Act,  19 54-*.  Section  1. 
(Housing  Proposals") 


The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District  which  are 
regarded,  .as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  was 
59  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  this  was  reduced  to  52  during 
the  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958  and  the  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1959  etc. 


The  Council  offered  £2788  in  respect  of  seven  discretionary 
grants  and  paid  £800  for  one  grant  which  resulted  in  the  provision 
of  two  houses.  Eighteen  standard  grants  were  offered  at  a possible 
maximum  of  £5741.  Five  of  these  grants  were  made  to  the  highest 
limit.  Fourteen  standard  grants  were  paid  amounting  to  £2515 
including  six  to  the  higher  limit. 

New  Council  Houses 


During  the  year  the  Council  erected  12  flats  at  Hawes  and 
6 at  Askrigg,  2 three  bedroomed  houses  were  completed  at  Thoralby 
and  4 were  under  construction  at  Hawes.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  had  postponed  all  future  house  building.

In  addition  to  the  above, 6 samples  were  taken 
from  the  Old  Peoples  Home,  Bainbridge,  of  these  3 failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  test,  and  3 passed,  2 were  negative  to  the 
Milk  Ring  Test  and  4 positive. 


Unsatisfactory  Methylene  Blue  Tests  were  followed  up  and 
the  usual  action  taken.  Positive-  reactions  to  the  Milk  Ring  Test 
were  followed  up  by  individual  samples  from  the  cows  and  until 
such  time  as  herds  were ' cleared ’ the  milk  was  heat-treated. 

This  work  was  done  by  co-operation  and  no  Statutory  action  was 
necessary  during  the  year. 


All  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Rural  District  is  raw  or 
untreated  milk.
